Savannah Crowds Gathered 
to Catch a Glimpse of the 
President---Governor Brown 
Shared the Honors With 
President Taft. 


Savannah, Ga., November 4.—Pres!i- 
dent Taft traveled through central and 
southeastern Georgia this Indian sum- 
mer afternoon through woods rich in 
the warm reds, golds and brown of 
autumn. 

He spent the forenoon at Macon, 
where he declared he was glad to be 
back in Georgia again, and felt 


thoroughly at home in the state whence 
he went to Washington last March to 
assume the oath of office. 

The president arrived here at 7:45 
tonight, and began his eigh- 
teen-hours’ stay in the city with an 
elaborate banquet at the DeSoto hotel. 
Tomorrow the president will be taken 
for a sall over the harbor, 
a spin around the famous automobile 
course over which the Grand Prize 
races were run last fall, and will have 
lunch at the Thunderbolt Casino. 

Savannah is the farthest south the 
president will go, and when hé@ leaves 
here at 2 o’clock tomorrow afternoon 
he will return at least toward Wash- 
ington, where he is due to arrive next 
Wednesday evening. 

Macon’s Great Wlecome for Taft. 

Georgia has proved no exception to 
the other southern states President 
Taft has visited in extending to him 
a series of welcomes equal to those 
he has received in any section of the 
country. ‘ 

In Macon this morning it seemed as 
though the country for miles around 
had been depopulated to make up the 
throngs that gathered in that city. At 
every one of the numergus stops be- 
tween Macon and this city there were 
large depot throngs out to greet the 
president and cheer the few words he 
had an opportunity to utter * before 
the train moved out. Here tonight 
ihe president was met by another 
great crowd. During his stay in Sa- 
vannah, Mr. Taft is the guest of Gen- 
eral William W. Gordon, an old fam- 
ily friend. 

Governor Joseph M. Brown met the 
president at Macon and made the trip 
with him to this city. Representa- 
tive Bartlett also came with the pres- 
ident, along with a committee of citi- 
zens from this city who went to Dover 
to extend Savannah's welcome.

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| PELLAGRA KILLS PORCUPINE 


AT’ THE GRANT PARK ZOO 


The dread pellagra, it is believed, has 
invaded the Grant park zoo, and one 
of the valuable porcupines has suc- 
cumbed to the disease and died. 

The park board has issued an order 
to stop feeding the animals with corn- 
bread or meal, and hereafter only stale 
wheatbread will be given to such ani- 
mals as eat cereals. 

General Manager Dan Carey report- 
ed tO the park commission about the 
porcupine’s death, and he stated that 
the amimal broke out in sores over its 
body, and that there were other symp- 
toms, going to show that the disease 
was pellagra. 


The porcupines have been fed on 
cornbread and corn meal, this being 
almost their exclusive bill of fare. 
They were well housed, with plenty of 
air and sunlight, and a place to which 


they could retire in cold weather. A 


pair of them were bought two years 
ago, and-they made quite a valuable 
addition to the zoo. 

Several weeks ago one of them be- 
gan to show signs of sickness. It re- 
mained in its cavern most of the time, 
and finally became so {ll that it could 
not raise its quills when teased. It 
brpke out in sores, and last week it 
died. 

In making his report to the park 
commission, General Manager Carey 
said that he felt convinced that the 
feeding of corn meal and cornbread to 
the porcupines was the cause of death. 
He said that he had talked the matter 
over with physicians and veterinarians, 
and they all believed that the porcu- 
pine had been attacked by’ pellagra. 

Arrangements -will be made with the 
local bakeries to furnish the zoo with 
stale wheatbread, and hereafter no 
products of corn will be fed to any of 
the animals.

On the occasion of this ex- 
traordinary legislative session, any man 
who was not a member of the, notable 
body which met in Atlanta in November 
of 1884 will be a rank outsider, 

The legislature which met that year 
probably contained as many men who 
have since risen in positions of greater 
prominence in the state as any legisla- 


tive body which ever met in the state.

That was the legislature which Hen- 
ry W. Grady adjourned “In the name 
of the American people” on the occa- 
Sion of the first election of Grover 
Cleveland as president.

United States 
Senator A. S. Clay was a member, as 
were Congressmen William G. Brantley, 
Charles L. Bartlett and former Con- 
gressman F. Carter Tate.

MEETS AT RALEIGH 


Over 500 Delegates At- 
tending Convention. 


Col. Benehan Cameron, Presi- 
dent of Congress, Makes An- 
nual Address --- Ambassador 
Bryce Present at the Sessions.

There was an important conferenc’ 


yesterday afternoon between Mayor Mad 
dox,Carlos Mason, chairman of the city 


police board, and Forrest Adair, chair- | 


man of the county police committee, in 
reference to handling the crowds and 


the automobile traffic during the races | 


next week. 

As Stewart avenue has been 
and is praetically dustiess, it will be 
used as the main thoroughfare to and 


from the race course. 

On account of the great number of 
automobiles in the city next week. 
every energy is directed towards re- 
ducing the chances of accident to @ 
minimum, and it is very desirable that 
the cars be not allowed to m.@t on 
Stewart avenue. 

It was therefore decided at this con- 
ference that in the morning, while the 
automobiles from the city are going 
out to the races, no cars will be al- 
lowed to come via Stewart avenue into 
the city, but will be required to take 
the East Point road, or some other 
route. 

In the afternoon, when the races are 
over, all cars coming from the race 
course toward the city will use Stewart 
avenue, and during the afternoon hours 
no cars will be allowed to go out Stew- 
art avenue from the city. 

Signs on the Avenue. 

Signs are now being placed along 
Stewart avenue, calling attention to 
the fact that the speed limit of 20 miles 
wr hour will be strictly enforced. 

Mr. Mason, in behalf of the city, has 
promised to have bicycle policemen sta- 
tioned at each street corner along 
Stewart avenue to the city limit, and 
Mr. Adair, representing the county po- 
lice force, has agreed to have mounted 
policemen stationed at frequent inter- 
vals along Stewart avenue from the 
city limit to Hapeville, and these offi- 
cers will be instructed to in no wise 
interfere with the drivers of cars who 
observe the rules of the road and in- 
dulge in no speeding: but the reckless 
drivers will be promptly and firmly 
dealt with. 

In speaking of the matter, Mr. Adair 
says: 

“The county commissioners fully ap- 
preciate the responsibility upon hem 
next week, and are going to use every 
effort to avoid accidents along the roads 
leading to the race track. Fifty extra 
county policemen have been employed, 
which, added to the regular force, will 
Bive about eighty men. A great many 
or these will be on duty at the race 
course, but a sufficient number will 
patrol Stewart avenue to guard against 
accidents and protect the careful driv- 
ers who are accustomed to observing 
the ordinarv rules of driving. 

Cooperation of the Police. 


“The successful handling of the whole 
matter depends, in the last analysis, 
upon the cooperation of the public. 

“Realizing that there {s less chance 
for accident if the cars are all going 
one way and that no other car will be 
met on the road, we very promptly de- 
cided to stop all traffic toward the city 
in the morning hours, so that the trave! 
during the morning will be al) in the 
direction of the Speedway. In the after- 
noon this order will be reversed. and 
when the races are over and about two 
thousand automobiles are leaving the 
grounds they will come in Stewart ave- 
nue, and during this time no automo- 
biles will be allowed on Stewart ave- 
nue going in a southerly direction. 
Now if the public will only cooperate, 
and the drivers of cars will let all rac- 
ing be done on the race track and not 
try to indulge in speeding on the pub- 
lic highways, We will have no acct- 
dents.” '

Judge 
Hart holds that this cannot be done. 

Morcover, he déclares, that te be in- 
corporated in Georgia, a bank must 
have paid in capital stock of at leas* 
$15,000. One bank with such capital, 
or even ten times that much, can- 
not organize a branch bank in the 
same city or in any other city. It 
may open a branch office at which 
deposits may be received. Separate 
banks, however, with separate names, 
and a separate directorate and list 
of officers, cannot be established a8 a 
branch of the original chartered bank.

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NEAR TRACED! 
AT TAFT PARADE 


Aviator Owens Almost 
Killed at Savannah. 


While Trying to Follow Taft 
Parade His Airship Became 
Unmanageable---His Motor 
Broke and He Was Nearly 
Killed by Electric Shocks. 


Savannah, Ga. November 4.— While 
attempting to follow the automobile 
parade at the head of which President 
Taft rode through Savannah tonight, 
Fred Owens, an aviator had a thrilling 
experience in a dirigible balloon, nar~- 


rowiy escaping death. 
With Aviator Vaughn, his partner, 
in another airship riding a hundred 
feet away, he sailed from Forsyth Park 
extension while a big government 
searchlight played on the air craft. 
Vaughn had no difficulty with his ma- 
chine, but just as the two airships 
turned in behind the parade and 200 
feet in the air, a connecting wire on 
Owen's motor broke and the motor 
stopped. A high wind was blowing. 
and tossed the helpless airship upwards 
to 1,000 feet and drove it towards the 
Savannah river and the ocean. 
Owens fought hard trying to recon- 
nect the wire, but repeated heavy elec- 


tric shocks soon taught him not to 
touch the wire and he resigned him-, 
self to the wind. He was “lost” for 


fifteen minutes while the searchlight 
sought in vain for him and thousands 
of persons scattered to the river banks 
and the outskirts of the city to render 
him aid should he fall. Several] times 
he was almost swept from his seat, 
but the airship ‘finally was brought 
down in safe@y in some railroad yards 
east of the city. Except for the shocks, 
Owens was unhurt and his machine 
was little damaged. 


CONSTRUCTION PLANT 
WRECKED BY DYNAMITE 


Damage Estimated at $100, 
000---Marvelous Escape 
of Workmen. 

Cleveland, Ohio, November 4.—Dyna- 
miters tonight blew up $100,000 worth 
ot steel appliances and construction 
in the new plant of the Corrigan Me- 
Kinney Company, in the Cuyshoga river 
bottom. and wrecked the tracks of the 
Newburg and South Shore railroad. Ten 
men employed at the scene of the ex- 
plosion escaped injury, although Au- 
gust Schettke, a watchman, was seem- 
ingly swallowed up in a pile of falling 
steel.

REPUBLICAN PRESIDENTS .AND THE SOUTH. 


In no manner is what may be called the re-nationalization of the 
country more strikingly emphasized than in the increasingly intimate atti- 
tude toward the south of three successive republican presidents. 

It was in Atlanta that McKinley uttered his dramatic plea that the 
national government should assume charge of confederate graves. Himself 
a veteran of the civil war, the appeal to the south and to his own people 
to mutually celebrate the final disappearance of sectional animosity came 


with particularly telling effect. 

The regime of Roosevelt strengthened 
begun by the martyred McKinley. 

In the beginning of his administration, Mr. Roosevelt may have engen- 
dered transient antagonisms by a mistaken policy in redeéeral appointments. 


Before he had completed office he had more than atoned for this error by 
graceful actions, such as the Cabin John Bridge incident, not to mention 
his visit through this section and his numerous kindly expressions. 

And now comes the -jovial President Taft, rousing enthusiasm in Texas | 
and New Orleans and Georgia, climaxing his tactful utterances with a rev- 
erent reference to Jefferson Davis in the latter’s native state. 

It is significant, also, that the people of the south, the masses as well 
as representatiye leaders, have responded more than half-way to the cordial 
overtures of magistrates of the nation, even though their political faith 
differed from that of the voting majority in this section. 

President Taft declared at Columbus, Miss., that it was his desire the 
south should consider itself “as pear to the heart of the central govern- 
ment as now administered as any other people in the union.”

GOV. BROWN TELLS PRESIDENT 
THAT GEORGIANS LOVE JUSTICE 


+’ “~ 


or Brown's speech was one of the fea- 
tures at the banquet given President 
Taft here tonight. The governor was 
libera'ly cheered at the conclusion of 
his speech.. Governor Brown said: 

“Mr. Chairman, Mr. President Taft 
and Other Gentlemen of Georgia and 
Her Sister States: 

“In responding to the toast ‘Georgia, 
I will only refer to the fact that this 
‘Empire State of the South’ has the 
greatest land area of any state east of 
the Mississippi river; that her popula- 
tion is the greatest of any southern 
state east of that grand river; that she 
produces more cotton than any state 
of equal area in the world; that Sa- 
vannah, her greatest seaport, exports 
more cotton thag any other port on the 
Atlantic ocean, and the greatest ambdunt 
of naval stores of any port in the 
world: that she has more railroad mile- 
age than any other southern state east 
ot Texas, which has four times her 
area: that Georgia marble is used for 
building state capitols upwards of one 
thousand miles beyond her borders; 
that the Georgia peach and Georgia 
watermelon shipped in thousands of car 
loads, are the standards of excellence 
in America: that she produces a greater 
variety of combined minerals and re- 
scurces, or fruits of the orchard, quarry, 
forest and field, in large quantities. 
every chapter of American achieve- 
ment. 

“I prefer to dwell for a few moments 
rather upon her people than upon her 
area, her soil, climate and material 
productions. 


Georgians Love Justice. 


“The Georgian is self-reliant, law- 
loving and brave. He originated at and 


jnear Savannah in the combination of 


the charity-doing Englishman and the 
God-serving Salzburger. He has de- 
veloped on the lines of entérprise, cour- 
age, generosity and devotion to the 
ideals of culture and the moral graces.

formance, through sympathy, brings to 
him a heart-tragedy scarcely second to 
that which prostrates the souls of the 
loved ones of the malefactor upon 
whom the law demands that that offi- 
cer shall enforce its just decree. 

“Now, speaking of the Georgians col- 
lectively, let me say that in no other 
American state is there a greater—if, 
in fact, as great—proportion of evan- 
gelical church members as in this com. 
monwealth, of which we are so justly 
proud. In no state is there more homo- 
geneous thought: and this is not a 
strange happening, for in scarcely any

T 
no state do the masses take the initia- 
tive in determining the public course 
so independently of self-considered 
leaders as they do in Georgia. In fact, 
as anomalous as the assertion may 
seem, in her boundaries the people lead, 
the politicians follow. Hence, in no 
other state more than in Georgia can 
we term them—endowed with common- 
sense, animated by justice and guided 
by conscience—the sovereign people: 

“In Georgia we have a pure democra- 
cy, with no public preference save for 
the geod, no aristocracy other than 
that of merit, no rewards except those 
for honest endeavor. In Georgia her 
people have declared in thunder tones 
that one man is as good as another so 
long as he acts righteously, that the 
owner of one species of property shall 
have the same protection in his invest- 
ment as shall the owner of any other 
species of property, so long as the In- 
vestment is a legitimate one. They 
have decreed that capital shall have 
its just increment and labor its just 
wage. They will enforce that decree 
inflexibly. . 

“They have declared that this state 
is an arena wherein fair play, pro- 
priety and practical consideration for 
mutual right can always find equality 
of opportunity and protection while 
they owe. and must fulfill equality of 
obligation. 


Govervor Brown an Optimist. 


“It may be asserted that I am an 
optimist, and that optimism is too often 
unreasoning; but my perceptions of 
the people of Georgia, based upon a 
life time of experience among them, 
has fixed the judgment of their sterling 
qualities which I have just enunciated:

HEAVY LIQUIDATION 


Decline Resulted From Rumors 
That Big Bull Leaders Had 
Liquidated Long Limes. 


There was a sensational break in 
the cotton market today as a result of 
general liquidation following persistent 
rumors that the big bull leaders had 
liquidated their long lines. The market 
found very little support and the close

points, generally 49 to 61 points lower, 
on current crop deliveries. 

The opening was easy at a decline of 
11@19 points, and shortly after the 
opening active months were 21 to 26 
points net lower, in respone to lower 
Liverpool cables and selling for a re- 
action by local professionals. Cover- 
ing by foreign straddliers furnished the 
market some support during the morn- 
ing, and slight rallies occurred, but 
later the volume of liquidation became 
enormous, with outside longs frighten- 
éd by the continued absence of bull 
support and rumors that the leading 
operators had sold out. Stop orders 
were caught on the decline, and the 
market, during the rest of the day, 
was sensationally weak. Janua con- 
tracts sold off to 14.53, and ay to 
14.78, or 51 to 53 points net lower, and 
from 54 to 57 points below the high 
records of the previous day. Last prices 
were at the lowest. The fact that lead- 
ing bulls did not come to the support 
of the market on the break was taken 
by many as confirming the rumors re- 
garding the liquidation of the big long 
lines during the past two or three days, 
and while there was no particular 
change in the news, sentiment was evi- 
dently very much unsettled. Some 
thought the heavy selling reflected the 
possibility of a less bullish report 
from the National Ginners’ Association 
between now and the end of the week 
than had been talked of earlier, but no 
figures were circulating, while a crop 
estimate issued by an English expert 
placed the yield at under 11,000,000 
bales.

Enormous ings in U. S. 
Steel---Railroad Stocks In- 
clined to Be Heavy. ~ 


New York, November 4.—Today’s 
stock market was a two-sided affair 
in that some stocks were strong and 
some were weak. The great body of 
securities. however, was inert and the 
price movement was listless and in- 
sixnificant. A recurrence of strength 
in United States Steel and a conges- 
tion of practically the whole activity 
of the later market in that security 
did not have a favorable effect on the 
tone of the speculation. The enor- 
mous dealings in that stock were 
largely responsible for the swelling of 
the day’s transactions to above the 
average for recent days. Points of 
strenath otherwise were scattered 
widely through a miscellaneous list 
of specialties. some of them deciddéilly 
obscure and seldom appearing in the 
transactions of the stock market. The 
railroad stocks generally and some of 
the high-priced industrials lately shar- 
ing in the larger activity of the mar- 
ket were inclined to be heavy. This 
Was true of United States Steel in the 
early part of the day. as well as Amal- 
xamated Copper and the railroad equip- 
ment stocks, in contrast with their 
special strength yesterday. The oper- 
ations which made stocks strong, from 
time to time. were greatly concentrated 
in their execution, and apparently in 
their origin. The steel movement was 
connected with a revival of reports 
that the efforts toward securing the 
listing of the stock on the Paris bourse 
was about to be crowned with success. 
The rumor that a formal announce- 
ment of this result was to be looked 
for could not be confirmed in author- 
itative quarters. The admission to the 
Coulisee of the Paris bourse of the 
St. Louis and San Francisco refunding 
5 per cent bonds lately sold to French 
bankers, was calculated to lend cre- 
dence to the reports regarding United 
States Steel. The most striking move- 
ment in the other direetion was in 
New York Central. The fall of 2 points 
in that stock. following yesterday’s 
news of a new issue of stock to the 
extent of 265 per cent of the present 
volume, was in line with the similar 
action of Pennsylvania and New York, 
New Haven and Hartford, when addi- 
tional stock issues were announced by 
those companies. The effect thus 
shown on values of existing securities 
by additional issues, does not suggest 
favorable auguries of the consequences 
of further raising of new capital which 
is known to be necessary in the near 
future. An tncrease of one-quarter 
in the fellowship of a company having 
claims to a share in profits involves 
a requirement for increase in earnings 
to keep up the rate of return on the 
stock that is taken account of in 
counting the advantage of the new re- 
sources thus raised. The volume of 
new stock and bonds thus projected 
within a short time past, the knéw]l- 
edge that similar large requirements 
lie hefore foreign markets, and the ac- 
tive and grawing demand for money 
for commercial use, combine to incul- 
cate caution in the use of credits for 
Speculative employment.
